FOUR LAKESIDE FAVORITES WIN. 



Favorites won four of Friday’s races at Lake- 
side. 

Winslow, the choice in the first race, and 
Pinkey Potter, the talents’ pick in the fourth 
events, both won as they pleased. 

Pinkey Potter, with 110 pounds, seemed to be 
too strong a favorite and missed the public 
play. The Cushing gelding was in his best form 
and perfectly ridden, won a nice race. Skill- 
man, who caught the public play, had a deck 
hand up, and after going a half mile filed him- 
self into the ruck. 

There was a lot of excitement and noise raised 
over the fifth race. It was a half mile dash for 
2-year olds, and Nancy Seitz was the favorite at 
even money. The field got away well, but there 
was a lot of bumping as the field spread on the 
stretch turn and to the eighth pole. Judicial 
consideration caused the disqualification of 
Mouzeltoff. Mouzeltoff was on the inside and 
^^lena Ventura on the outside. The latter 
^V7erved badly above the eighth pole and 
bumped into Nancy Seitz. She and Mouzeltoff 
at the same time collided into one another, and 
in the general mix-up the faulty ones could 
hardly be picked out. 

When the bumping occurred the favorite was 
beaten. Lucy Blazes, the winner, ran far the 
i best race and showed quality. She had all the 
j worst of the going and was under punishment 
throughout. 

Eugene Leigh’s Ned Wickes was in a soft spot 
in the second race, a half-mile dash, and despite 
I a bad ride, won easily. Turner messed the 
youngster about a good deal. 

H. D. (Curley) Brown, the well-known starter, 
who is to do the work at Hamilton, Ont., and 
through the Northern Circuit, is in town. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Ed. A.. Tipton, manager of the Montana Rac- 
ing Circuit, shot through Chicago Sunday on 
his way to his home in Lexington. Below is 
his report about entries to the Montana stakes, 
which closed April 16.
